A HERMIT VILLAGE. 



We once read of a little village hid- 
den from the outside world. Travel 
passed near it daily, but the town could 
be reached only by tortuous and un- 
marked routes. And though their neigh- 
bors prospered, the inhabitants of this 
little town remained out of date, self- 
centered", and unknown. i 
' i 

About two months ago Mr. Kenneth , 

L. M. Pray, of Philadelphia, gave a I 
talk to the League of Women Voters ! 
at Narberth. He was twenty-five min- j 
utes late. Why? Because he spent 
part of the evening driving up and 
down the Lincoln Highway between 
Overbrook and Ardmore in search of a 
town called Narberth. 

Why is this necessary.' liv a geo- 
graphical accident we arc between the 
two big Main Line highways — Mont- 
gomery Avenue and Lancaster Pike. 
On Montgomery Avenue the approaches 
to Narberth are marked by incon- 
spicuous black iron signs, but on Lan- 
caster Avenue there is no clue to the 
fact that there are two ways of reach- 
ing our town from that highway. These 
two approaches are Bowman Avenue 
nnd Wynnffwoo.il Road, the former the 
easiest route from the Philadelphia di- 
rection, the latter from up the line. 

Would it not lie a good plan for 
our Chamber of Commerce to take it 
upon themselves to see that a con- 
spicuous, lighted sign is placed on these 
corners, indicating the auto road to 
-Narberth? This matter has been often 
brought up in the past, frequently in 
these columns, but the agitation has so 
far 1)6611 ill-void of action. 

Certainly we need not be ashamed of 

our co unity. Attractive signs on 

Lancaster Avenue— the Lincoln High- 
way between Knst and West — would do 
much to "toll the world" that there is 
am honest-to-goodness, wide-awake town 
five minutes from their route, and 
would prevent the vexatious delays so 
often experienced by newcomers to Nar- 
berth.

The vote of confidence the Boss of 
the School Board received at the re- 
cent election. :i vote of about six to 
four in favor, was not strictly compli- 
mentary, and if the issues had been 
stated fairly, the School Board would 
soon have a different complexion. The 
writer took no ptirt in that campaign, 
as he felt that the Boss' candidates 
were every bit as good as the opposi- 
tion. He til-o felt that the School 
Board i- iniide up of intelligent per- 
miiis that mean wolb all of them, the 
Boss included -but that only one ex- 
hibits any independence. Of course, 
the Director who resigned recently may 
have been independent and resigned for 
that reason: if he was independent, he 
would have to resign. 

The public demands that all the mem- 
bers of the School Board shall be direc- 
tors and not merely members. To sim- 
ply say "the public be damned" is no 
argument. The day of autocracy has 
passed and the days of " obedient " 
members of the Narberth .School Board 
tire not many.

PAGEANT AT ALL SAINTS' 
CHURCH. 

The historical pageant portraying the 
development of the mission work in 
the Kpi-copal Church, as given at All 
Saints' Church, Wynaewood, on the 
last two Sunday o\cnings, was a beauti- 
ful and inspiring event. 

The Episcopal Church all over the 
I'nited States is celebrating the first 
centennial of the founding of the Board 
of foreign and Domestic Missions, and 
in order that the people could realize 
the wonderful work done in these past 
hundred years and the need of increas- 
ed efforts, a pageant was written, to 
be given at hundreds of Episcopal 
churches throughout the hind. 

It is interesting to note that it was 
in Philadelphia that the organized mis- 
sion work had its start one hundred 
years ago in Old St. Peter's Church. 
The pageant as here presented at All 
Saints', was given by about .'Hi people, 
mostly the older boys at Montgomery 
Dav School, assisted by some of the 
older boys and girl- of Wynncwoud and 
Naibcrth and a few adult members of 
the parish, till in costume. It was evi- 
dent that many hours of study and re- 
hearsing had been spent and the whole 
affair retlccte.l great credit on Miss 
Shoemaker, of Cynwyd, who an ably 
trained the participants. 

The live principal characters, in ec- 
clesiastical robes, marched in ami took 
their places tit the altar, lectern and 
pulpit. these characters constituted 
the speaking purls in the pageant and 
they gradually unfolded an inspiring 
story of the growth of the work first 
only among the poor in the local par- 
ishes in the East MMMii, then West 
with the pioneers among the cowboys, 
Indians and Mexicans, then South 
among the negroes, and finally beyond 
our borders to Africa. Alaska, Japan, 
China and various other fields. As 
each period ,.f development was told, 
characters in costume marched to the 
chancel. To make the picture complete, 
the methods of carrying on the work, 
by means of missionaries, teachers, doc- 
tors, nurses, clergy and finally, native 
workers, were presented and these char- 
acters, also in costume, became part of 
the wonderful picture. 

The final result was a vision of the 
mission work such as could not have 
been presented in any other way. The 
entire performance, if it might be called 
such without being sacrilegious, was 
reverent, dignified and thrilling. It is 
not likely that we will ever again have 
the opportunity of seeing such an event 
and those who were not able to attend 
either of the performances missed a 
wonderful story of the great work of 
the Christian Church.

Fnfortunately a number of children 
have been reported to this office as not 
receiving proper home care. When 
friendly advice does not remedy the 
poor conditions, the family is referred 
to the Society to Protect Children from 
Cruelty, which investigates, and, if 
necessary, takes the case to court. The 
Society also refers to the Federation 
homes which have been reported where 
no real cruelty exists, but where fam- 
ily readjustment is perhaps necessary. 
We have "o- operated with thrs organ- 
ization in eight instances during the 
year. 

Mothers ' Assistance Fund. 

The Mothers' Assistance Fund of 
Delaware County asks us to visit regu- 
larly widows whom the Fund has pen- 
sioned, and we have been in touch with 
seven during the year. We help these 
women to plan for the best use of the 
pensions, securing for them the right 
kind of supplementary work, when,- as 
so often happens, the pension is iiiade- 
ipiate; suggest opportunities for help- 
ful recreation; anil do all in our power 
to assure to the fatherless children 
good home surroundings and a proper 
up-bringing. 

Probation Work. 

The Social Service Department has be- 
come during the past year the local rep- 
resentative of the Montgomery County 
Probation Officer in connection with 
her work for the Juvenile Court. In- 
vestigations for the Court are made 
by our • worker and children on proba- 
tion are under our supervision.

In one instance the 
State Police have also taheii an active 
interest. 

Magistrates. 

The local Magistrates are always at 
our service and ninny times can bring 
authority to bear in untangling dif- 
ficult situations; in bringing together 
disunited households'; in forcing men to 
work arid to support their wives and
